Co-operation will, we believe, ultimately extend 
to our busine^ organization. Fanners will belong 
To producers* co-operatives and will see their 
produce right through lo the consumer, raising 
standards and getting a fairer return for their 
labor. Consumers will increasingly own the fac- 
tories and the stores which supply their daily 
needs The closer linking of consumption and 
production will mean greater efficiency, steadier 
demands, less unemployment, and more ethical 
business methods. However, co-operation must 
progress on its merits, on study and education and 
business success, and not on sentiment.

It Is about 
lime we made a general campaign 
among the schcols. and bring our 
toxoid rolls up lo dale by taking 
care of all the children who 
have not been toxoided. Up lo 
the present lime, there has not 
been much Scarlet Fever immun- 
ization, more because we have 
not had any cases of this disease 
for several years; but as we now 
have several cases in town, il has 
been thought wise to bring the 
matter of toxoiding the children 
against this disease proniinenily 
before the parents of all school 
children by sending a pamphlet 
explaining the disease and asking 
that the parents have their chil- 
dren treated at once in order to 
cut ,short the possibility of an 
epidemic of this disease, 

"Small pox vaccination is being 
neglected. There were only 11 
persons vaccinated last year, 

WATER SUPPI-Y 

"The people of our town arc 
blessed with an unusual supply of 
pure water. For some years past 
the public faid many hard things 
about our water, very much of 
the criticism v/as not justified. 
There were limes when the odor 
of the water and the taste too, 
.^omelimc,^. were not the nicest, 
but there was not a single case 
of disease that was ever blamed 
on the water- However, nearly 
all the criticism is past and we 
not only have a very plentiful 
^i^PplVf Viut it is becoming better 
all the lime. It has been found 
that the water is better when the 
mains, hydrants and reservoirs 
are flushed out well and oflen. 
'Hie now Sriglcy Street well has 
been taken over, and oven though 
it has cost auite a largo anm of 
nmncy, it is a very valuahlo 
(priceless) asset for Die town.

MILK SUPPLY 

"It is now about three years 
since the town pasteurl/alion by- 
l:ivv was passed and it is a great 
iatistaetion that during ttie last 
year lliere has been general pro- 
vincial pasteiirii-ation legislation, 
so tlial all die people of the lar- 
ger l-entres of p o p u I a t i o u 
llu'oiigliout the province are pro- 
tected against the many milk- 
tjorne diseases. 

'There is still o lot of educa- 
lion of Die milk producers nec- 
es.snry In order Ihnl tboy mny 
better npprcoialD the Importance 
of having their herds free from 
the different dl.senses. The 
health of animals branch of the 
department of agriculture is 
doing a wonderful work in this 
particular, ami we have the grenl 
sntisfnctian of general improve- 
ment nil along the line, all mak- 
ing for belter heidth Jor mnn 
and honsl, . 

"Il Is with considerable salls- 
factlon I refer lo the oxcellenl 
work being done by our milk 
Inspector. Since his n|>polntmeiit 
last Mny, he inspected llu^ far* 
uiers" places of Imjiine.^s, their 
herds, the stables, mid watched 
every detail in the productien of 
milk nil it is delivorrd to Iho 
dairy. He has nintlo his ri^iular 
lusuecthms of the different 
dairies and has always been <m 
hand nrompllv In invcfiliiuilo nny 
complaint. Tlio dairies have re- 
ceived nn nmisnni nmount of In- 
sneellon this Inst year from the 
deEinrtmeut of beiillh. nnd their 
insprclor has been workini; with 
the inspector nnd the M.O,H. of 
the town, fly t!io order nf the 
Milk Cuulrol Hoard, the dairies 
hnvc been compelled lo inun'ove 
tlii'ir equipment In many pnrlU 
eular.-; nnd bnvo been compelled 
to .npend a large a mount nf 
money, for this work. Now nnti 
esjpen.sivo IhermomelerH imve 
been InRtnlled^ Old miik vnlvra 
have been discarded for now, 
and iip-to-dnle recording thor* 
momelers Ihnl .^ihow Dm tom- 
pernture of the mSlk nil Ihn time 
(luring the process of pnsteurl/n- 
tlon bnve been bvslnlled. 

'^\nd yet with nil this wonlUi

pnstourl/ntlon of milk, slips will 
happen and U tnke's tha report of 
the dopnrtment of henllb lo ahnw 
n high tiuelorin couuIp Tn nthcr 
w<»rdB, tho final nnd mnst impovt- 
nnt pnrt of tho complicated pro- 
coas of pafllouri/nllon i« in Iho 
mosl parllculnr cnro nnd concen- 
Irntlon of nltontlon, Ihn njwrnlor 
of tho pinnt con bring to honr on 
h\A job, 

"Once a month tho InHpoctor 
plcka up Q iamplo from ench 
dairy and lentU It to tho depart- 



ment for a bacteria count and 
when the report comes back and 
there is any unusually large 
number of bacteria present, a 
special visit of the inspector is 
in order, to help the particular 
dairy to discover the reason for 
the high count. 

''During the last year there 
was only one very high plate 
count, and on examination it was 
found the inspector Iiad picked 
up this partit;ular sample of milk 
from one of iho stores whore il 
had hct'n left for sale by the 
dairy. Tlie only way in which 
the high count could be explained 
was that il had stood in the dairy 
cut of the rcfriijerator for a suf- 
ficient length of time for the 
bacterTa to develop. It is under- 
stood Dial the dairies pick up all 
milk from the stores thnt has not 
been sold on the previous day. 
The Milk Control Board also says 
that milk kept in n store for sale 
must be kept in a refriseration 
plant whore it will not bo over 
50 degrees in temperature. When 
a dairy leaves milk at a store for 
sale, il should bear the dale of 



pasteurisation, for the protection 
of Ihe buyer as well as for the 
dairy and the store. This would 
be on addilionat protection and 
your M.O.H. is recommending to 
the board of health thai they ask 
the different dairies to so mark 
their milk that is left in stores 
for sale, thnt th^ buyer can know 
when il was pasteurized. ^ 

"Wo have for\vardcd samples of 
cream from the different dairies 
to the department for bacteria 
count as well as for the butter 
fat test, and the reports all go 
lo show that both the table 
cream and the whipping cream 
are well above the rc-quirements, 
which are 16 per cent for table, 
and 32 per cent for whipping 
cream. All cream is pasteurized 
the same as the milk. 

"The town milk by-law says 
that all milk must contain al 
least 3.25 per cent butter fat. 
Iced samples of milk taken from 
the different dairies have been 
sent to the department . every 
month for bacteria count as well 
as for the butter fat lest, and the 
reports show Ihat all the milk 
sold at these different dairies is 
always well above the rcciuirc- 
monts. 

"Average monthly butter- fat 
tesl for the three dairies was 3.84 
per cent

Till 1812 there was, no interest

The trees are tapped by mak- 
ing a hole in the trunk, on the 
south sid(3' of thetrecv Tliis hole 
is made from nn inch to ah inch 
and a half d<?ep. A wooden or 
iron spile containing a hook is 
used ;'to attach the buckets to 
catch the sap running from the

■ A cold northwest wind, with 
frosty nights and sunny days, is 
the best weather for sap to run.' 
A thawing night will Increase the 
flow, but on . the coming of :a' 
storm or. a,. wind from the south 
the fibwing slows. During these 
six weeks about 20 gallons of sap 
will bo got from the trees. . 
■;■ . The sap is collected from the 
buckets and carried to the evap- 
orators in the sugar-house^ which 
is built for that purpose.

Revolution, gone 
out on the ebb of Capitalist dif- 
flcultios, seemed farther away 
then ever. Even to the most ard- 
ent Leninist, it was apparent that 
the Communists bad missed the 
tide. To George Dimitrov, secre- 
tary of the Communist Inlcr- 
; national, v^ho defied Hitler dur- 
ing the Reichstag fire trial and 
lived to tell about it, fell the task 
of desjwing the Communists* 
new suit, " 

The Canadian Communist party 
was conceived at a scries of con- 
ferences held in the immediate 
post-war years. It was born and 
cradled in illogality, but for a 
while it grew quickly, attracting 
many trade union and labor 
party officers of the old school. 
Its professed objective was, and 
stiiris, not to capture but to con- 
quer and destroy the bourgeois 
Parliamentary State, ^ " ■ 

Internal differences for. a time 
threatened to split the party wide 
open. But pressure was exerted 
from Moscow, Tim Buck was 
picked out as the conquering 
"Stalinist," and the then general 
secretary. Jack MacDonald, was 
ousted from office, driven out of 
the organization altogether, and 
later was branded by the Party 
3^ a leader of Canada's Trotvsky- 
[tes. 

At the beginning of the dc- 
oression, the Party membership 
boomed, then eased off. By the 
end of 1E)35, however, the party 
had only a few more than 5,000 
members to show for its more 
than a decade of existence- By 
December, 1936 the Party mem- 
bership had ncared the 10,000 
mark. . 

At the party's national conven- 
tion held in the early fall of 1937, 
Organizational Secretary Samuel 
Carr placed the membership at 
15,000, In recent statements, Mr, 
Carr has expressed confident be- 
lief that the membership will top 
the 2,'i,0Q0 mark by the lime of 
the party's 1039 convention. . 

The party's national" headquar- 
ters are located on the fourth 
floor of 8 Wellington Street East, 
Toronto, not far from the Queen 
City's most fashionable stores and 
hotels and the Bay Street Stock 
Exchange. Prominent ' lettering 
on the door boldly announces the 
"Communist Party of Canada 
Dominion Executive." The last 
row of offices is occupied by 
General Secretary Timothy Buck. 
Unlike that of many of his com- 
rades. Buck's background is Bri- 
tish. A father of three children, 
he had only such formal educa- 
tion in his native tf)wn of Bee- 
clcs Suffolk^ as is nece?y;,'iry to 
become a machinist, a trade he 
followed for yearp. His poUtiqp} 



finishing course, like that of the 
Parly's older leaders, was ob- 
tained in the Soviet union, 
though Buck has done much to 
educate himself and has always 
been a heavy reader. He lives 
in a small house, to which his 
wife holds title, in a dirty by- 
street in the western part of 
working-class Toronto, His less 
than twenty. dollar a week pay is 
augmented by the earnings of his 
eldest son, and perhaps occasion- 
ally by personal gifts from well- 
wishers.

Ho "was 
born at Bond Head, Ont„ Jan. 19, 
lfl43. and received his education 
at the Newmarket Grammar 
school and the University of Tor- 
onto, of which he was Vice-Chan- 
cellor from 1851 to 1900, He was 
admitted to the bar in 1S68 and 

pract;,scd in Toronto, where he 
became one of the leaders of the 
bar. He later took an active in- 
terest in politics, and in 1882 was 
elected as a Liberal to the Dom- 
inion House of Commons, and 
. .' \Uiilo" a private member, he look 
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a prominent part in the debates- 
He also had a keen interest in all 
questions relating to agriculture* 
banking and commerce. On the 
formation of the Lauricr Cabin- 
et, July 13, 13!>8, he was appoint- 
ed Postmaster-General Sir Will- 
iam established a new two-cent 
Canadian postage rate, from Can- 
ada to all parts of the Empire, 
and in 1898 it was through his 
efforts that the one penny (two 
cent£) letter rate was adopted 
for the United Kingdom, Canada. 
Ncv/foundland- Cape of Good 
Hope and Natal, He also intro- 
duced a law' which created the 
Daminion Department of I-abor 
of which he was its first minister 
from 1900 to 1905- He was al- 
ways a strong advocate of con- 
ciliation and arbitration both in 
industrial and in international 
disputes. He received the honor 
of knighthood in 1902-

The wood used for lead pen- 
eil^ is obtained from a variety of 
cedar grown in North America, 
The lead is a mineral known as 
graphite, which is mined in 
United States, Spain, Siberia and 
Canada,. 

There arc many operations in 
the process of making lead pen- 
. cils. First the wood is cut into 
slats or small boards about a half 
an inch thick and seven inches 
long. There are seven narrow 
grooves made lengthways in this 
slat. Seven pieces of graphite 
seven inches long are laid in 
tiicse grooves, Tlien another 
groved slat covered with a thin 
layer of blue is placed on top of 
.the other slat These two slats 
are pressed together and left 
until they become firm, This 
slat is cut into seven pencils, 
some round and some in a hex- 
agon shape. 

, Then they are given a few coats 
of flat paint and one of clear 
laqucr. 

Next a name is printed on 
them. This is done by placing the 
pencil under a paper and a hot 
stamp transfers the name to the 
pencil in silver, bronze or gold^ 
Others have names printed on 
them with a special ink. Some 
pencils are finished with caps and 
rubbers.

SOCIAL STUDIES IN GRADE SEVEN

Doubtless most of my readers have heard of 
our nevv course of study. Geography and history 
arc now closely related under the topic of Social 
Studies. The aim of this course is to help us 
understand more about the world in which we 
live. We learn how in North America, settle- 
ments followed exploration, and ho\v these scat- 
tered settlements grew into the great nations of 

Canada and United States, ■ " 

In September, we began by a study of our 
local community. I hope all interested citizens 
read the interesting stor>', published in The Era, 
by one of my classmales, 

At present, wc are studying pioneer settlements 
in Ontario. Wc began with an oral discussion of 
v,-ho the first settlers were, and the factors caus- 
ing migration. We discussed routes and methods 
of travel and most of all the difficulties to be 
overcome in establi,^hing pioneer homcs, 

We are fortunate in having an energetic and 
inicrcEted school board. They have placed a sand 
table in everj' room and it certainly is a big help 
in carr>"ing out an enterprise in Social Studies. On 
our table we have x*i,sembled a miniature pioneer 
settlement. Think of all the hardships the early 
settlers had to endure. They made their cabins 
of unpeeled logs. The chimneys were built of split 
cedar lo'gs, plastered with mud. These structures 
easily caught fire and for that reason each home 
had a ladder leading from the ground to the 
chhnney on the root Our class has built several 
miniature cabins equipped with home-made lur- 

nishings- 

One of the members of the class has kindly con- 
tributed a doll, dressed to represent a farmer, 
sowing grain broadcost. as in Bible times- This 
connects Social Studies and sewing. Others have 
made a brush harrow, jumper for hauling grain, 
and flail for threshing. As soap-making was one 
of the housewife's act£, I made some soft soap 
by combining fats and the leechings from the ash 
barrel. Of course pioneer women often used oils 
of v,'ild and domestic animals. As a reminder of 
early conditions, we modelled oxen from a salt 
and flour mixture and harnessed them to a cart 
At one end of our sand table, a corduroy road 
I and bridge arc represented. 

We all enjoy our lessons in Social Studies and 
only regret tiiat such a study was not introduced

On Jan- 16, 1939 friends all 
over the dominion attended the 
banquet, held in Toronto, in 
honor of the Right Honorable 
Richard Bedford Bennett P,C., 
K.C, L,L.D.. D.C.L,. M.P, 

The thought behind this ban- 
quet was to give Mr, Bennett a 
proper farewell by all his fol- 
lowers and friends as he leaves 
to go abroad to make his home 
in England- Mr, Bennett's estate 
is Juniper Hill in Surrey: and 
near his new home is the old 
world village church in the vale 
of Mickleham, where Mr- Ben- 
nett will probably attend church 
ser\'ices. 

Forty-one years ago an ambi- 
tious young laWiTer of 27 from 
New Bruns^vick came to the 
western part of Canada to seek 
his fortune- Mr. Bennett worked 
as a lawyer only until the year 
1398- He was then in the Terri- 
torial Legislature till 1905: then 
from 1909 to 1911 in the Alberta 
Legislature.

. Mr. McCappin showed us how 
they wash the bottles, pasteurize, 
bottle and put the caps on them. 

The woi^hing of the bottles is 
done by a small vat of boiling 
water; there is one section whore 
thoy w:ish them. They put them 
in a box fit for water to go 
through; they are placod upside 
down. The box of bottles are 
put over a piece of clean tin with 
round holes in it; the boiling 
water comes through these holes 
and sprays inside and outaide the 
bottles. The bottles are then 
placed over another section 
witcro they are steamed. There is 
one more process for them to go 
through and thoy are finished. 
This process is like the first but 
it is a wonn water or rinsing pro- 
cess, . ; 1 . 

Tho pasteurization is^done by a 
very large vat wliich will hold 
gallons of milk. This is heated 
to 145 degrees fahrcnheit; it is 
held at this degree for 28 min- 
utes; this is done by closing 
down the lid and shutting off the 
heat. By this time all the germs 
arc killed, It is then cooled in 
the vat by running cold water 
through the coils till the temper- 
ature drops to 130 degrees fahrcn- 
heit. They run the milk through 
pipes and down a cooler. It is 
then about 45 degrees fahrenheit. 
It is then bottled and capped. 

Note: If you find your milk 
frozen, put it under the cold 
water tap until it thaws or it 
will have an off taste, ■■
